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NEW  ORDERS 

New  orders  for  manufactured  products  of  $53.1 
billion  in  December  equalled  the  November  level, 
after  seasonal  adjustment,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  announced  today. 

The  durable  goods  new  orders  at  $29.5  billion 
indicated  a  slight  increase  from  the  November  level 
of  $29.3  billion.  A  $200  million  increase  in  orders 
for  electrical  machinery  was  accompanied  by  minor 
movements  in  other  durable  goods  groups.  The 
nondurable  goods  sector  decreased  $100  million  to 
$23.7  billion  as  most  soft  goods  manufacturers 
reported  new  orders  near  their  November  levels. 
Among  the  supplemental  series,  the  machinery  and 
equipment  industries  increased  $100  million  to  $6.2 
billion.  The  more  complete  reporting  in  the  aero- 
space sector  was  reflected  in  the  new  defense 
products  series  which  increased  from  $2.0  billion 
in  November  to  $2.4  billion  in  December  (compared 
with  the  $1.6  billion  originally  reported  in  the 
Advance  Report).  Orders  for  consumer  durable 
goods  increased  $100  million  to  $2.1  bUlion.  (SEE

SHIPMENTS 

Manufacturers'  shipments  in  December  of  $51.5 
billion  was  $1  billion  below  the  November  total. 
Nearly  all  of  the  decline  occurred  in  the  durable 
goods  sector.  Sales  for  the  automotive  segment  of 
the  transportation  industry  declined  more  than  $500 
million  and  nonelectrical  machinery  sales  decreased 
$200  mDlion.  December  shipments  of  nondurable 
goods  at  $23.7  billion  showed  virtually  no  change 
from  November  shipments  of  $23.8  billion.  (SEE

UNFILLED  ORDERS 

Unfilled  orders  of  $84.1  billion  held  by  durable 
goods  manufacturers  at  the  end  of  December  in- 
creased substantially  for  the  fifth  consecutive  month. 
All  major  industry  groups  participated  in  the  $1.7 
billion  increase.  The  decrease  in  shipments  of 
durable  goods  coupled  with  the  increase  in  backlog 
resulted  in  a  change  of  the  unfilled  orders- shipments 
ratio  for  durable  goods  from  3.22  in  November  to 
3.38  in  December.

INVENTORIES 

Total  inventories  held  by  all  manufacturers  at 
the  end  of  December  continued  to  increase  on  a 
seasonally  adjusted  basis  to  $88.4  billion  compared 
with  $87.9  billion  at  the  end  of  November.  As  a 
result  of  the  increase  in  inventories  and  the  decrease 
in  shipments,  the  inventories- shipments  ratio 
increased  for  the  first  time  since  August  1968  to 
1.72  in  December  compared  with  1.67  in  November. 
The  inventories  of  durable  goods  manufacturers 
increased  $400  million  to  $57.3  billion  whereas  the 
nondurable  goods  sector  increased  $100  million  to 
$31.1  billion.  Most  major  industry  groups  reported 
minor  stock  increases.  Eor  all  manufacturing 
industries  combined  increases  were  reported  for  both 
work  in  process  and  finished  goods  inventories 
while  materials  and  supplies  inventories  were 
virtually  unchanged.    (SEE  CHART  4)
